NOTES oF THE 
CORONERS’ POWERS 
A Departmental Committée was 
sct up by the Home Sceretary in 
February Inst year to inquire into 
the law and practice relating to 
Coroners. The result of their ex- 
amination is set forth in.a report 
containing a number of recom- 
mendations for the reform of the 
existing system. It is perhaps 
surprising that Coroners should be 
bound far tes3 by Jaw and precedent 
than are High Court or County 
Court Judges, and it is suggested 
that they whould be deprived of; 
some, of their powers. The main 
purpose of the recommendations is 
the safeguarding of innocent par- 
tles and witnesses who. attend in- 
quests, There is no_ suggestion 
that the Coroners of England and 
-Wales,-who-number-altogether-309, 
are abusing their powers, but 
rather that their powers are too 
wide. Thus it is recommended 
that they should no longer have the 
power to commit persons for trial 
on charge of ‘murder, manslaugh- 
ter, or infanticide, and that no 
person should be accounted tuilty 
of these offences merely as the re- 
sult of proceedings in the Coroners’ 
Courts. It is suggested that in 
such cases. the Coroner's task| 
should be limited to finding out 
how, when and where the death took 
place, In regard’ to inquests in- 
volving civil Habilities, the report 
recommends that such trials should 
likewise be reserved to the ordin- 
ary Courts. Among the numerous 
recommendations of the Com-| 
mittee one especially affecting 
public opinion concerns inquests on 
suicides, It is suggested that the 
verdicts of, Coroners should not in- 
clude auch phrases as “suicide while 
of unsound mind”; they should be 
confined solely to the decision as 
to whether the decensed died by his 
or her own hand.

PIECE DATING FROM 
565 A.D. 


The discovery of papyri_at 
Auja Al-Hafir by the Colt Ex- 
pedition of the British School of 
Archaeology in Jerusalem, has 
gained in importance since the 
first announcement. 

Altogether, nine rolls in reason- 
ably good condition were found 
in the southern church, which has 
now been completely cleared; and 
| work in a range of rooms opening 
off the south side of the northern 
church has brought the total up 
to thirty-seven, with great num- 
bers of fragments, many of them 
‘large. : 

Most of them are written in 
Greek, but some are in Arabic and 
some appear to have ‘both Arabic 
and Greek versions of the same 
text. z 

At present it seems that the 
enrlicat piece in the collection is 
that which was previously report- 
ed ag containing the name of the 


Emperor Justin I. This is now 
seen to be dated to the first year 
of his reign (A.D, 665), while the 
lutest so far recognised is one in 
Arabic which is ascribed by Pro- 
fessor L, A. Meyer, of the Hebrew 
bUniversity —in—Jerusalem,——on 
palegraphical grounds to the later 
part of the Eighth Century. 


EARLY ARABIC 


Professor Mayer has also made 
a preliminary examination of two 
other documents, which are im- 
portant as being the earliest 
specimens of Arabic writing so far 
known in. Palestine. They are 
dated to the fifty-fifth year of the 
Hijra. (A.D. 675) and relate toa 
monthly allowance of wheat made 
to one Ibn Said by Saad Ibn 
Malik. ‘ 

A third ia an order by a certain 
Harith Ibn ‘Id to the people of 
Nusar (or possibly “the Chris- 
tinns” of the district of Ghuzza). 

The Greek documents include a 
number which seem to be more or 
less similar in nature, and thore 
are several finely written pages, 
perhaps from a_ religious work, 
with marginal notes In a different 
hand.

Sarah, Duchess: of Marlborough, 
built. the house in 1710 and her 
eccentricities have left their mark 
upon the place. Before her death 
in 1744, when crude decorations of 
her own making were found to 
have been plastered over costly 
frescoes of the artist Laguerre, the 
Duchess’ fife was full of bitterness, 

Qucen Alexandra: 

She used her vast wealth to ex- 
_ press her resentment against the 
‘Crown, which made a hero of her 
husband and raised. him to the 
peerage cnly to drive him into exile 
tater. : 

When the duchess: died her un- 
tidy habits and eccentric nature had 
reduced the extravagant interior 
‘of Markboroush House. to a deplora- 
ble state.

Compton, Nobel prize winner and 
master suthority on Cosmic rays, 
aald in discussing the question “Ts 
Death the End?” 

Holding out further possible hope 
for Immortality, he added: 

“There |p some nuggestion that 
consclousness' may be’ independent 
of brain -processes, 

“How ean wo know that the koul 
docs not go on forever with n full- 
ness of tife corresponding to that 
of the candlelight? 

“Scfenea can neither prove nor 
disprove immortality.” 

Dr, Compton was lecturing in tho 
First Congregational Church: of 
Francisco, in connection with tho 
sixteenth Inter-denominational pas- 
toral ‘conference of. the Pacific 
School of Religion. 

Life And Consciousness 

“That consclousness muet die 
with the body $s logically required 
only when we adopt the mec anis- 
tic hypothesis that a definite 
thought is the result of an equally 
definite physical change in the 
brain,” Dr. Compton continued. 
“The seeming fact of free will 
makes this assumption appear to 
mo highly improbable, There is 
here some suggestion that con- 
acfousness may be independent, of 
brain processes. 

“Twenty ‘five hundred years ago 
Gautama Buddha told a parable to 
ilustrato ‘tho futility of bellef in 
u futuro life. ‘Light a lamp for 
me,’ he asked. Then blowing out 
the flame, he added, ‘What is’ more 
dead than a flame that is out? 

Light And Lifc 

"Yet, according to modern .know- 
ledge, though the flame Is dead, 
what of tho Hight it has siven? 

“If placed out of doors, its light 
was atreaming, far Into space. 
Though the flame ‘was mortal, the 
emitted light was immortal, On 
some remote planct, If the light 
were chught in a spectroscope, an 
amazing number of things could 
be found out about the flame from 
which the light came, Yet, ono 
blind_to. the light would say. that 
when tho flame was gone It 
the end. 

“Man's. body we can see; his 
mind we can infer only from the 
actions of his body. ; 

“We know we are.blind to the 
soul, How can we know it. docs 
‘pot ‘go on forever witha fullness 
of life corresponding to that of the 
candlelight?

DOCUMENTARY 
BRITISH FILMS- 


One particular branch of the 
film industry in which Great 
Britain has made rapid strides 
in recent yoars is in the produc- 
tion of what are called documen- 
tary films. The documentary 
film was first developed by the 
Empire Marketing Board as the 
best means of “documenting” 
the varied aspects of life 
throughout the Empire., The 
Board ceased to exist some time’ 
ago, but its work has been con- 
tinued by several othe? organisa: 
tions, the chief of which is. the 
General Post Office Film Unit. 
In this class of film the British 
school of producers: is pre- 
eminent. At the Film Festival 
held ‘in connection ~ with 
Exhibition last 
October, the first prize was won 
by’ a_ film’ produced by the 
General Post’ Office Film Unit, 
and in the scientific section all 
the awards were won by British 
documentary filma, It should 
be understood that the documen-' 
tary film does not attempt to 
compete with the ordinary 
commercial product of. Holly- 
wood or of Elstree—which is the 
centre of British film produc- 
tion. Its aim is not (o amuse 
the public, It is not spectacula> 
or sensational. It has a cultural 
and educational purpose, and to 
this end it builds up interesting 
and dramatic pictures’ of the 
realities of everyday life. “It 
has aroused among millions of 
people an interest in science and 
industry and in such great: na- 
tional organisations: as the Post 
Office and the British Broad- 
ensting Corporation. It  en- 
courages a more active interest 
in commerce, industry, the 
immense ramifications of na- 
tional organisations, and in 
social affairs, Perhaps “more 
than any other type of film, the 
documentary film’ allows the 
photographer and the producer 
the freedom of experiment, the 
liberty to express themselves in 
the most artistic manner possi- 


{ble in this particular medium. It 


goes far to iustify: the descrip- 
tion of the cinema given by the 
President of . the British 
Cinematograph. Society as “one 
of the sociological wonders of 
the century.” Unfortunately,. 
hims of the type under. notice 
do not reach Hongkong, in 
which connection we cannot 
help feeling thnt something 
might be done to make them 
more widely known throughout 


the various parts of the Empire.

CORONERS’ POWERS 

A: Departmental Committee was 
set up by the Home Secretary in 
February Inst year to inquire into 
the Inw and practice relating to 
Coroners. The result of their ex- 
amination is set forth in a report 
containing a number of recom- 
mendations for the reform of the 
existing: system. It is perhaps 
surprising that Coroners should 
bound fat less by Jaw and precedent 
than are High Court or County 
Court Judges, and it is suggested 
that they should be deprived .of 
some: of their powers, The main 
purpose of the recommendations is 
the safeguarding of innocent’ par- 
ties and witnesses who attend in- 
quests, There is no suggestion 
that the: Coroners of England and 
Wiles, who number altogether 809, 
pre abusing their powers, but 
rather that thelr powers are too 
wide. Thus {t {is recommended 
that_they.should.noJonger_haye the 
power to commit persona for trial 
on charge of murder, manslaugh- 
ter, or infanticide,. and that no 
person should be accounted guilty 
of these offences merely as the re- 
sult-of proceedings in the Coroners’ 
Courts. It is suggested that in 
such eases the Coroner's task| 
should be limited to finding out 
how, when and where the death took 
place, In regard to inquests in- 
volving civil Mabilities, the report 
recommends that such trials should 
likewise be reserved to .the ordin- 
ary Courts. Among the numcrous 
recommendations of the  Com- 
mittee one especially affecting 
public opinion concerns inquests on 
suicides, It is suggested. that the 
verdicts of Coroners should ‘not in- 
clude such phrases a8 “suicide while 
of unsound mind”; they should’ be 
confined solely to the decision as 
to whether the deceased died by his 
or her own hand. It is inevitable 
that -a suicide must be mentally 
deranged, according to one school 
of thought. But the modern view 
fs somewhat different, certainly, 
less harsh and generally fairer. 
Why should o Coroner put a stigma 
upon some unfortunate whom cir 
cumstances have driven to take his 
own life? people are asking. 
Sulcide is not always the act of a 
mad man. :

and shown in ° Hongkong. These 
Chinese pletures absorb a. big propor- 
tion of the Chinene , cinema-soing 
public, os ‘although there. is no com- 
parison whatever between — the 
Chinese-produced pictures and the 
Amerlean and- English pictures as’ to 
acting, production, recording, cte., 
tho dinlogues and ‘Jokes of the former 
are more readily apprecinted by the 
Chinese. Another factor agalnst us 
number of Chinese 
theatrical troupes performing in the 
Colony during the year under review 
On the otfier hand, I am glad to any 
that our expenditure has been re. 
duced by another 16 per eent, and fur- 
ther cconomies In this direction will 
be made, : 


Our rent receipts for the year also 
show a deercase of approximately 25 
per cent as compared with those of 
the previous year, duc to the general 
reduction of rental following the 
completion of a number of new buil- 
dings with ample office and shop 
accommodation. I am glad to report, 
however, that as from April this year 
oll our vacant office rooms will be 
occupied, including the dance hall on 
our top floor which has been left 
vacant for over a year.
